 §HOT BY ROBBERS. 


A Saloon-keeper Killed in the Pres- 
ence of Twenty Men. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CHICAGO, April 29.—Emil Sohlern, 
gp saloon-keeper at No. 197 Wells street, 
was shot and instantly killed just be- 
fore midnight last night, by one of 
three men who entered the saloon for 


the purpose of robbery. Twenty men 


were in the place at the time drinking, 
but none of them made any effort to 
capture the robbers or offer resistance, 
and the murderer and his companions 
escaped. Sohlern was shot down with- 
out a moment’s warning, and as he 
offered no resistance to the men, it was 
at first thought that the shooting was 
the result of a grudge or a previous 
quarrel. 

Later it was learned that the men 
entered the place for the purpose of 
robbery, and the robber, who was evi- 
dently to have gone behind the bar 
to the cash register, finding that Soh- 
lern intended to offer resistance, drew 
his revolver and fired at the saloon- 
keepers’. head. The bullet entered Soh- 
lern’s right eye and pierced the brain, 
and he died without speaking a word. 
The police were notified within five 

minutes after the murder, but when

Then Mr. Quay presented 2 resclu- 
tion calling upon the Secretary of the 
Interior for information as to whether 
the leases of the Senecas’s oil lands 
had been made in the usual manner 
and whether there had been any cor- 
ruption. It was agreed to without de- 
bate. 

During the presentation of memorials

FLOOD SCENES 


Chaos in the Valley of 
the Cottonwood. 


Heroic Efforts at Rescue Made 
by Guthrie People, 


Many of Those Given Up for Dead 
Are Found. Alive. 


A Thousand People Homeless—Hun- 
dreds of Thousands of Dollars’ 
Worth of Crops and Property 
Destroyed—Along the Mississippi, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE, 

GUTHRIE (O. T.,) April 29.—In the 
flood-stricken valley of the Cottonwood 
River today has been made one of the 
most heroic efforts toward the-rescue 
of those unfortunates whose lives were 
still endangered and for the relief of 
the hundreds of destitute and the hun- 
gry. Tonight it seems a certainty that 
the loss of life in yesterday’s deluge 
will not exceed twenty. All day miss- 
ing people, supposed yesterday to have 
been drowned, have been found cling- 
ing to bushes or driftwood down the 
stream on the west bluffs, or scattered 
in farmhouses for miles. 

During the greater part of yesterday 
the roaring torrent of water cut off 
communication with the submerged 
district, and in the general excitement 
the death list was swelled to hundreds. 
The negroes who lived fn the stricken 
portion of the town shad, in their ter- 
ror, given up their missing friends or 
relatives as lost, and it was the gen- 
eral belief that scores had perished in 
their homes or in tornado cellars, but 
when daylight came this morning the 
flood had subsided and examinations 
today of the thhouses and cellars failed 
to confirm the reported héavy loss of 
life. 

Daylight found dozens of people still 
clinging to trees, overturned houses or 
timbers in perilous positions, which 
they had sustained all during the 
weary night. For miles along the 


less and half ill from exposure, passed 
@ miserable night, and morning found 
most of them too weak to avail much 
assistance either to themselves or to 
others. The scenes in the flood-swept 
district this morning was one of deso- 
lation. The river fell rapidly during 
the night, and when the sun rose the 
awful extent of the damage done to 
property could be seen. The river is 
still bank full, but the water has re- 


trict. 


There was a confused mass of debris 
and overturned and demolished houses 
scattered over the valley where last 
night was a sea of water. The banks 
were littered with the dead carcasses 
of horses, cattle, hogs and chickens. 
Whole blocks, where yesterday stood a 
home on nearly every lot, are stripped 
bare; huge trees, torn up by their roots, 
were scattered everywhere; great 


streets, gardens were devastated, fruit 
trees leveled, lawns and flower beds 
cleared off level as a table and fences 
completely gone. 


work of rescue and relief was taken up 
with a vengeance, and kept up with a 
tireless energy until nightfall tonight 
made it impossible to continue. During 
the night men had been -put to work in 
lumber yards constructing boats and 
dawn today witnessed a dozen crafts 
darting out from all directions to the 
rescue of the unfortunates. People who 
had missing ones began searching ev- 
erywhere for their bodies, taking risks 
that ordinarily they would not have 
been able to take. Many of those who 
had only lost property went up and 
down the stream, trying to recover 
some of it—some parts of a house, bed 
clothing or wearing apparel. The work 
of the: raftsmen proved most effective, 
and, one by one, the people were trans- 
ported from their perilous positions *to 
places of safety on land. All day long 
the rescuers worked incessantly and 
every house, drift pile and tree was 
closely examined in search of the dead, 
Excited negroes who had climbed 
to the roof of a house held an all-day 
prayer meeting, and_ their shouting 
could be plainly heard jn Guthrie. They 
were all finally rescued, the family of 
Wesley MeGill, reported yesterday as 
drowned, was found safe. The only 
bodies found during the day were those 
of Mrs. Fannie Ruffin and five children, 
all lodged in a pile of driftwood. These, 
with George Owen, the butcher, 
drowned while rescuing others; Frank 
Myers, Mrs. Ella Dumas, Mrs. Jane 
Watt, Mrs. Frances Moore, Mrs. Drum- 
mond, Mrs. Dennis and child and Mrs, 
Watson are the only identified dead.

EX-ESNATOR CALLS JUSTICE 
CLIFT A THIEF. 


His Honor Comes Down Off the Ju- 
dicial Perch and Mixes Things 
with the Wild Editor. 


BANGS HIM AGAINST A WALL. 


THEY ARE. SEPARATED AND AN 
APOLOGY FOLL@WS LATER. 


Freight Train Derailed West of Hol-

OAKLAND, April 29.—‘‘You are all 
-in together. You are a band of thieves,” 
shrieked ex-Senator Frank J. Moffitt in 
the courtroom of Justice of the Peace 
Clift yesterday afternoon. 

The court was in session and Moffitt’s 
insulting remark was addressed to 
the court. The ex-Senator was appear- 
ing as his own attorney in a case in 
Which he:is the defendant. Moffitt 
wanted the case continued, and went 
before Justice of the Peace Clift and 


asked to have the matter go over till’ 


next month. This, the court informed 
him, could not be done without the 
consent of the attorneys for the other 
side. The consent of the other side 
was not forthcoming, but Moffitt in- 
sisted that his demand be acceded to. 
Failing to secure the continuance, he 
used the language quoted. 

“What is that you say, sir?” in- 
quired Justice Clift. 

“You come down and I'll tell you 
what I said,’”’ shouted Mofilitt. 

His Honor was agreeable. He is a 
husky sort of young man, a member 
of the Reliance Atheltic Club, knows 
@ thing or two about boxing, and is 
not particularly afraid of a big man 
with a pistol. 

So Justice Clift came down off the 
judicial perch, thus adjourning court 
to accommodate the man who was 
looking for a continuance. He walked 
up to Moffitt, who repeated his insult- 
ing remark. He had scarcely uttered 
the words before Clift grappled with 
him fastening his fingers on Moffitt’s 
throat. The two struggled and fought 
their way around the courtroom, fin- 
ally making their writhing, struggling 
way out of the courtroom and into the 
hallway. Here His Honor  an- 
other clinch on the throat of Moffitt 
and banged the ex-Senator up against 
the wall. 

“Let go,” cried the ex-Senator, with 

much difficulty of expression, ‘‘or I 
will blow a hole through you.” 
- Many people had gathered by this 
time, and as Clift released his clutch 
on Moffitt’s throat, so as to protect 
himself when the latter placed his hand 
back to his hip-pocket, the crowd 
rushed’ in and separated the combat- 
ants and prevented Moffitt from carry- 
ing out his threat to murder. They 
led him away down the stairway lead- 
ing to the street, and as he retreated he 
paid his compliments to Justice Clift 
in-words that cannot be used in p¥int. 
ter to the man he had insulted, and 
who had promptly choked him for do- 
Ing so, withdrawing his remark about 
“thieves,” saying it was made in the 
heat of passion, and not intended as a 
reflection upon His Honor. Now, when 
the case of the Electrical Supply Com- 
pany vs. Moffitt is called again, it 
is possible that a, change of venue may 
be asked for. 


NO ADVISERS ALLOWED. 


The Supreme Court Knocks Out a 
Fresno Appointment. . 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 29.—The Su- 
preme Court today rendered an im- 
portant decision, denying the right of 
the Board of Supervisors to employ 
special counsel to act in an advisory 
capacity. The case decided today 
came from Fresno, of which county 
the Supervisors appointed C. C. Mer- 
riam as special counsel at a monthly 
salary of $125. 
The Auditor refused to approve his 
demand, whereupon Merriam applied 
for'a writ of mandate to compel the 
auditing of the warrant. This was re- 
fused by the Superior Court. He ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, and today 
the latter tribunal held that it is the 
duty of the District Attorney to at- 
tend all meetings of the Board of Su- 
pervisors and give needed advice. The 
Supervisors can employ no other spe- 
cial counsel except to defend some 
particular suit.

NO MORE CHEAP TEAS. 


New Regulations Go Into Effect 
Throughout the County Saturday.

' SAN FRANCISCO, April 29.—No more 
cheap teas will be allowed to enter 
this or any other United States port 
after Saturday next, the date on which 
the new law regarding the importa- 
tion of teas will ’go into effect. Col- 


terday a lengthy communication from 
the Treasury Department in which was 
included a copy of the,Jaw and regula- 
tions connected with it. The action 
taken by Congress and. approved by 
the President of the United States on 
March 2, is very similar:to the laws in 
force in England and Germany for 
many years and is ‘aimed at the im- 
portation of impure -and deleterious 
teas. 
Collector Wise received notice that 
the Treasury Department had shipped 
to him from New York a line of samples 
representing the standards fixed by the 
board of tea experts. The notice also 


at New York had been packing up sam- 
ples in one-half-pound packages for 
sale to importers and brokers, and he 
is instructed to do the same with the 
samples he will receive soon: They are 
to be sold at 20 cents a pound, the mini- 
mum price of teas that: will be admitted 
in the United States for sale hereafter. 

The new law declares that from and 
after May 1 it will be unlawful to 
import teas below the newly-adopted 
standard.

Prof. Thompson Differs From Prof. 
; Jordan About the Seals. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, April 29. — Some 
months ago the report of.D. 8. Jor- 
dan, the head of the American scien- 
tific commission to the seal islands last 
year was submitted to our government. 
That of Prof. Thompson of the British 
commission, addresed to. Lord Salis- 
bury, has just appeared. Prof. Thomp- 
son does not discuss the subject of 
pelagic sealing, but confines his report 
to the observations made of seal life 
on the Pribyloff Islands. 

He does not seem to have discovered 
any material decrease in the herd in 
1896 over 1895, but admits a marked de- 
crease as compared with 1892. He found 
the breeding grounds in fine condition, 
so far as abundance of male life was 
concerned, and notes a large number of 
idle bulls. He concedes that more than 
one-half of the dead pups on the isl- 
ands are due to the killing of the moth- 
ers in Bering Sea. This percentage is 
less than that assigned by Dr. Jordan. 

He speaks in high terms of the meth- 
ods of driving and killing of the male 
‘seals by the lessees, and states that he 
has “no recommendations to suggest 
for their improvement.”

In military circles it is further urged 
that a Turkish squadron should be, 
dispatched to Volo to support Edham 
Pasha’s occupation of that district of 
Greece. The Turkish squadron, how- 
ever, has not-yet left the Dardanelles 
and the captain of an American mail- 
ship which has just arrived here re- 
ports that three of the Turkish war- 
ships and one of the Turkish torpedo 
boats have run aground in the Dar- 
danelles.

RALLI QUIETED THEM. 


The Opposition Leader Addresses a 
Crowd at Athens. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 

NBW YORK,. Apri 29.—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Athens says 

“The situation on the frontier is 
growing more serious every hour as 
the people come to realize the truth 
and position into which the want of 
statesmanship and generalship has led 
the country. The feeling of uncontroll- 
able indignation rapidly develops since 
the departure of the forces to the fron- 
tier. Athens and Piraeus are filled with 
the bourgeois unable to carry arms, 
and many members of the lower classes 
and, to a certain amount, the rabble 
from the very Turkish empire. 

“These people naturally can’ do any 
amount of mischief, and if armed and 
they find leaders, can go to all extrem- 
ities, Yesterday morning news spread 
that a demonstration had been planned 
against the King. The people thronged 
the streets and discussed the news. 
Volunteers, or would-be volunteers, in 
the afternoon entered two shops on the 
Rue Hermes and took all the firearms 
and ammuition, on the pretext that 
the government refused them arms. 
This would easily have degenerated 
into wholesale plunder of shops if the 
good-sense of the inhabitants had not: 
found a mouthpiece in Ralli, the leader 
of the opposition. He immediately, 
upon learning of the disorder, came 
to the spot and addressed the crowd. 
His speech had a telling effect. 

**You are mad,’ was the burden of 
what he said. ‘Why, when Greece is 
surrounded by difficulties and the pow- 
ers, try to disgrace the nation? You 
say you want arms; let your conduct 
— you are worthy of becoming sol- 

ers.’ 

“Order was restored, and it may be 
truly said that Ralli was the hero of 
the day and saved the town from a 
riot. A crowd afterward went to the 
palace, shouting and . hissing. The 
guard had been doubled... The people 
collected before the palace and popular 
orators addressed them. The noisy 
demonstrations of the day, which it 
was thought might mark the end of 
the dynasty, ended quite peacefully.” 


HASSAN HELPED HIMSELF. 


The Turkish Minister of Marine 
an Extensive Embezsler.

removal from its present cramped and 
unattractive quarters to the large, airy 
rooms of its new home. Exactly four 
years ago, the need for the association 
and its wide-reaching influence for 
good among the young working women 
of the city heing deeply felt, money 
was raised, a board of manager formed 
and the preliminary arrangements 
made.

friends. 

The first rooms were in the Crocker 
building on South Broadway, and con- 
sisted of an office and a reading-room. 
On February 1, 1894, the association 
moved to the Schumacher Block, where 
@ suite of six rooms was engaged and 
opened for a lunch department, noon- 
day rest and educational and physical 
culture classes. Gospel services and 
religious meetings have always been 
@ prominent feature of the organiza- 
tion, regardless of the size of the quar- 
ters. A few months later, the associa- 
.tion was found to be outgrowing its 
uarters, and three more rooms were 
added. The inconvenience of the rooms 
increased as the association grew, and 
the board of managers has been 
searching for a year for more suitable 
quarters, with the leasing of the new 
home as a final result. Consultations 
were held between the board and the 
architects, and the new rooms have 
too planned especially for the associa- 

on 

The rooms, which occupy all of the 
second floor, and are eleven in num- 
ber, are large, sunny, well-lighted and 
airy. The front room in the southwest 
corner, which will be used as the par- 
lor, opens into a smaller room, which 
is to be a “rest room,” where couches 
will be placed for the accommodation 
of those who feel the need of a brief. 
rest and quiet. Opening out of this 
room is the gymnasium, which occu- 
pies a large proportion of the south- 
eastern part, being 24x43 feet, and 
lighted by large windows and a sky- 
light. These three rooms all connect 
by wide doors, and when thrown to- 
gether will form an admirable place 
for gatherings. At the rear of the 
amen is a stairway and narrow. 

alcony connecting with two small 
rooms, which are to be used as class 
and committee-rooms. Beyond the 
gymnasium is a large and well-ap- 
pointed toilet room. At the end of the 
hallway is a comfortable kitchen, pro- 
vided with large pantrys, closets and 
other conveniences. The dining-room 
is a large and most attractive room, 
22x34 feet, facing the north, and well- 
‘lighted. The office is conveniently 
placed, connecting with the parlor, 
dining-room and aa The woodwork 
is all painted to imitate an oak finish, 
= to the cool aspect of the quar- 

ers. 

The matter of furnishing is a ques- 
tion of considerable moment to the 
board, the condition of the treasury 
not warranting the purchase of any 
new furniture. Donations, especially of 
rugs and dining-room chairs, will be 
much appreciated, as will also gifts of 
engravings or etchings, to add to the 
general attractiveness of the rooms.

JOEY TALKS FOR WAR. 


THE BRITISH BUDGET PROVOKES 
A BURST OF FEELING. 


Sir William Harcourt Points Out 
that the Secretary for the. Colo- 
nies is Trying to Cause Trouble 
With the Transvaal, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, April 29—[{By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Chancellor of the Excheq- 
uer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, read 
the budget statement in the House of 
Commons today. The balance of the 
account for 1896-97 shows the exchec- 
quer revenue to be £103,950,000 ($519,- 
150,000) and the expenditures <£101,- 
477,000 ($505,385,000,) leaving a surplus 
of £2,437,000 ($12,365,000.) The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer added that 
the national debt had been reduced 
£7,584,000 ($37,420,000) during the year, 
and that ethe total value of British 
trade during the last fiscal year was 
£738,000,000 ($3,360,000,000,) an increase 
of 5 per cent. 

The increased income-tax revenue 
exceeded the estimate by nearly £3,- 
500,000 ($17,500,000.) The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer said that careful esti- 
mate was made in 1896 and that they 
were bound to make an equally care- 
ful one in 1897, “‘especially because @ 
war cloud has just broken out and 
no one is able to say how.long it will 
last or how far it will extend.” 

Sir William Harcourt accused Cham- 
berlain of trying to arouse’a war feel- 
ing and of using, in all his recent 
statements “exasperating language cal- 
culated to excite a feeling of radical 
hatred in South Africa which, however, 
thank God, has failed.” 

Continuing, he said the policy of the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, in- 
tended to produce a radical war, was 
prevented by the good sense and feel- 
ing of the people of Cape Colony,and he 
pointed to the adoption of recent con- 
ciliatory motions in the Parliament of 
Cape Colony as being a condemnation 
of this war policy, adding that he was 
happy to say the peaceful policy was 
supported by the government of Cape 
Colony. 

The Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies, Joseph Chamberlain, here entered 
the House and, amid cheers, Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt said: “In the presence 
of Mr. Chamberlain, I repeat that it is 
an utterly unjustifiable attempt to ex- 
cite feeling. When we are asked to 
refuse a reduction of the taxes of 
Great Britain in order to contribute 
money to promote warlike, aggressive 
opinions in South Africa [‘Oh, oh’] we 
oppose a most determined resistance. 
The proposal to apply money to un- 


} justifiable purposes against the will of 


the people and government of Cape 
Town is one of the most injurious 
things with reference to the empire 
ever submitted to this House of Com- 
mons.’ 

Chamberlain said he had not ex- 
pected to have to reply to such per- 
nicious and dangerous language. He 
classed Sir William Harcouri’s utter- 
ance. as being “unpatriotic in the high- 
est degree, embarrassing to the gov- 
ernment and injurious to the cause 
of peace.’ Continuing, Chamberlain 
asserted Sir William Harcourt’s state- 
ment to the effect that the. govern- 
ment’s policy had been rejected by 
the Cape government and people 
was absolutely inaccurate. The policy 
of the government, he explained, had 
not changed from the first. Only cir- 
cumstances had changed to some ex- 
tent. The government’s policy, Cham- 
berlain added, is to maintain its obli- 
gations, not to engage in any aggres- 
sive operations, nor’ to attack inde- 
pendence of a friendly State; but to 
“maintain a downright stand for the 
rights of the nation.”’ 

“I hoped,” continued Chamberlain, 
“that our policy would continue to be 
non-partisan, but that hope has disap- 
peared in the face of Sir William Har- 
court’s speech, and I now challenge 
him to raise the issue. [Cheers and 
counter-cheers.] Is the opposition 
prepared to take issue with us when 
we say that, while we intend to ob- 
serve our own obligations, we intend 
that obligations toward us shall also 
be maintained? The question between 
us and the Transvaal is not interfer- 
ence in the internal affairs of the 
Transvaal, nor an attack on the London 
convention upon our part, but breaches 
of the covention on the part of the 
Transvaal, and we are calling upon 
them to give us satisfaction.” 

Sir William Harcourt here inter- 
rupted Chamberlain by remarking, 
“You are asking for £200,000.’ 

“What nonsense,” exclaimed Cham- 
berlain hotly. 

Prolonged cheering greeted the sharp 


janswer of the Secretary of State for 


the Colonies, who continued: ‘We ask 
for £200,000-when everybody knows the 
Transvaal is asking for a million, and 
for hundreds and hundreds and hun- 
dreds of thousands. The Transvaal has 
been arming to an extent absolutely 
unjustifiable by any ordinary policy of 
defense. We have not complained, but 
the result has been that the present 
orms of the Transvaal are altogether dis- 
proportionate to the defensive resources 
of Cape Colony and the Transvaal’s ar- 
maments, after expending considerably 
over a million upon them, are still going 
on. Batteries of artillery and Maxim 
guns, millions and millions of cart- 
tridges and hundreds of thousands of 
rifles have been imported into the 
Transvaal.” 

Mr. Chamberlain concluded with say- 
ing: “I do not believe there is a feel- 
ing to repudiate the policy of the gov- 
ernment. On the contrary, I believe 
the feeling of every loyal British sub- 
ject at the Cape to be one of gratitude 
and satisfaction with Her Majesty’s 
government. I understand that they 
recognize their position as the represen- 
tatives of a paramount power in South 
Africa and are determined, in the oft- 
used words, 
of all of our rights ypder the conven- 
tion.’ 

The conclusion of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
remarks was the signal fur a tremen- 
dous outburst of cheering on the part 
of the Conservatives.

THE PLTIFUL LETTER HE LEFP 
FOR HIS WIFE. 


Receiving Hospital Physicians De 
All in Their Power to Save His 
Life—An Even Chance of 
Recovery. 


At 2 o’clock this morning Will H. 
Hall, proprietor of the American Laun- 
dry, No. 320 Aliso street, took a large 
dose of morphine with suicidal intent. 
The matter was reported at once ta 
the police, and but for the prompt 
action of the department and the Re- 
ceiving Hospital physician, death must 
have resulted in a short time. As it is, 
Hall was relieved of a greater portion 
of the poison before it had been ab- 
sorbed, and now has a chance for his 
life. 

Domestic difficulties are to blame for 
the laundryman’s determined attempt 
to die. For some weeks he has not 
dwelt in peace with his young wife, and 
this morning, on returning to his home 
at No. 624 Commercial street, he found 
the following letter: 

“Mr. W. M. Hall, I have gone and it 
will not do you any good to Bother me 
for I will never come back to you and 


I think the best thing you can do is © 


to go back Home and let me a lone }F 
have Paid Mr. Fienter’s Bill and that 
is all I can do. 90d Bye IDA, 

“P. S. tell Ed 1 left his things here.” 

Hall loved his ‘ies tenderly and this. 
parting blow was more than he could 
stand. He at once determined to end 
all, and within half an hour after find- 
the letter he had procured and taken 
the deadly drug. 


At the Receiving Hospital he beggéd 


to be permitted to die, saying that life 
had no attractions for him, now 
that he had been deserted by his dar- 
ling wife. Immediately after taking 
the poison he had scribbled the follow- 
ing words on a piece of paper and 
left it as a farewell message to the 
woman he was willing to die for: 

“Darling wife: Your hopes have 
“ang You are a free woman. Good 
by WILL HALL. 

After the hospital attendants had done 
all in their power for the relief of the 
sufferer he was booked as a “lodger” 
and locked up in the City Prison. At 
3 o’clock he had about an even chance 
for his life. 


THOSE CUBAN REFORMS. 


THE QUEEN REGENT HAS SIGNED 
THE DECREE THEREFOR. 


Engagement in Pargatory Hills not 
a Spanish Victory—Cubans Play 


a Trick on Them—Volunteers.

MADRID, April 29.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Queen Regent at a Cabinet 
meeting today signed a decree provid- 
ing for the application of the agreed- 
upon reforms for Cuba. The action was 
due to the receipt of a cable message 
from Capt.-Gen. Weyler announcing 
that the western part of the island is 
pacified, 

THE NEWS REACHES CUBA. 

HAVANA, April 29.—News reached 
here today from Madrid that the 
Quen Regent had signed a decree pro- 
viding for immediately putting into 
operation the scheme for reforms in 
Cuba already agreed upon. A mail 
steamer was detained twenty-four 
hours at Cadiz in order to carry the 
decree establishing the work of reform 
which will begin in Pinar del Rio, Ha- 
vana, Matanzas and Santa Clara. 

PASSAGES AT ARMS. 

NEW YORK, April 29.—A _ dispatch 
to the Herald from Hayana says the 
engagement which the Spanish had 
with Gen. Rodriguez in the Purgatory 
hills, and which was reported as a 
decisive Spanish victory, turns out to 
have been the reverse. The Spanish 
columns encountered the insurgents 
and attacked sharply relying on their 
superior forces. The rebels retreated 
toward their camp and succeeded in 
playing their old trick of drawing the 
Spanish into an ambuscade. 

Gen. Castillo arrived with rein- 
forcements while’ Rodriguez was en- 
gaging the Spanish and fell on their 
flank. The fighting lasted five hours, 
and in killed, wounded and prisoners 
the Spanish lost 280 men. 

News comes from Santiago de Cuba 
that 200 volunteers, headed by a priest 
and a prominent physician, have joined 
the insurgents because they were dis- 
satisfied with the conduct of the 
Spanish authorities, and believed that 
Garcia would succeed in maintaining 
his supremacy in the eastern province. 

The situation at Banes continues to 
command attention. Four cruisers and 
several gunboats have been ordered 
there to land a force to march on the 
port from the direction of Holquin. 
The rebel force in and near Banes is 
estimated at 3000. . 

Gen. Weyler came quietly back to 
Havana early yesterday morning after 
a six weeks’ trip to Santa Clara, dur- 
ing which, if he accomplished any- 
thing from a military standpoint, the 
fact has been most effectually con- 
cealed. It is now reported that he Is 
going to Spain very soon, but the re- 
port is probably due to the report that 
his son sails on April 30. It was re- 
ported last night that some insurgent 
chief of importance had passed into 
Pinar del Rio. He is believed to have 
been Quintin Bandera, but the state- 
ment lacks confirmation. 

From Matanzas and other towns fn 
Santa Clara and Pinar del Rio comes 
news that starvation and disease are 
on the increase. 

STAFF OFFICR CAPTURED. 

NEW YORK, April 29.—A dispatch 
to the World from Havana says: “Ad- 
vices from Sagua la Grande say that 
Rafael Fernandez, adjutant on the 
staff of the insurgent Gen. Roban has 
been captured. It is understood that 
he is an American citizen. He is con- 
fined in the military prison at Sagun. 
His case is receiving attention at the 
hands of United States Consul Barker.” 


CAPTURED FIVE CAMPS. 


HAVANA, April 29.—A column of 


Spanish troops, commanded by Col. 
Estruch, which has been operating in 
the province of Pinar del Rio, has cap- 
tured five insurgent camps... The enemy 
left twenty-five men killed, The troope 
had eight wounded. 

The government has authorized Sefior 
Perru, the civil Gaverner, to return to 
Madrid on May 10.

RICHARD PRICE MORGAN, ENGINEER. 

THE Times has received from this 
gentleman the following letter, “with 
leave to print.” It is written upon the 
letterhead of “Richard P. Morgan & 
Son,” civil and consulting engineers 
and railway experts, Dwight, III.:

“Mr. H. G. Otis, president the Los

Sir: My attention has been called to 
the issue of the Los ANGELES TIMEs of 
the 4th inst., in which is printed the 
“majority and minority reports upon the 
location of the proposed Deep-water 
Harbor for Commerce and of-Refuge. .

“Whatever the defects in my minor- 
ity report may be, they do not lie at 
the door of Mr. Huntington, the South- 
ern Pacific Company, nor of any officer 
or agent of theirs, directly or indi- 
rectly. 
 “T entered upon the discharge of my 
duties as a member of the Deep-water 
Harbor Board a free man, also when 
I made my report, and I am free now. 

“T alone.am responsible for my re- 
port, be it good, bad or indifferent, 
and I expect to answer to it fully if it 
ever becomes necessary. 

“Believing that you will cheerfully, 
so far as you can by publishing this 
letter, repair the injury you have done 
me, I am, respectfully yours, 

“RICHARD PRICE MORGAN.” 

That portion of the editorial to which 
Mr. Morgan objects is as follows: 

“The minority report is signed by 
Mr. Richard Price Morgan, of. whom 
the people of California have no fur- 
ther knowledge than that, when the 
San Francisco Traffic Association was 
organized, with S. P. Leeds, an ex-offi- 
cial of the Southern Pacific, at its head, 
that gentleman furnished such a vol- 
ume of figures to show how ‘Uncle 
Collis’ had been giving it to the people 
of the Pacific States in the region where 
the poultry received the tomahawk, 
that it became necessary for Mr. Hunt- 
ington to show some figures in rebut- 
tal. As the Southern Pacific had no 
man in its employ that was as well 
oe with facts and figures as Mr.

THE HOUSE AND THE SENATE. 

Inasmuch as the Senate will prob- 
ably consume two or three months 
more of time in its consideration of 
the Tariff Bill, it seems to be an un- 
wise course, on the whole, for thé 
House to pursue a policy of inaction 
during all the intervening time. There 
are several important matters of legis- 
lation which the House might be con- 
sidering while awaiting the action of 
the Senate on the Tariff Bill. The 
policy which the House is at present 
pursuing of meeting two or three 
times a week and adjourning, is a sheer 
waste of time. If it had the least effect 
in hastening action on the Tariff Bill 
in the Senate, it would not be without 
justification. But the fact is becoming 
more and more apparent that the Sen- 
ate will in no wise modify its course 
because of the waiting policy of the 
House. The Senate will insist upon its 
right of prolonged discussion of the 
Tariff Bill, whether the House be idle 
or at work. Such being the case, it 
seems unnecessary and inexpedient for 
the House to fritter away its time any 
longer in awaiting the action of the 
Senate. 

The extra session of Congress, it is 


marily, of enacting such revenue laws 
as would give the government an in- 
come sufficient to meet its necessary 
current expenses, and at the same time 
provide needed protection for our in- 
dustries. But other legislation is not 
tabooed. If other legislation can be 
considered without prejudice to reve- 
nue and protective legislation by either 
house, it should certainly be consid- 


ered. 
So jong as it was deemed probable 


that the Senate would act upon the 
Tariff Bill in a prompt and business- 
like manner, a waiting policy on the 
part of the House. was expedient, or at 
least justifiable. But there is no longer 
any reasonable ground to hope for 
prompt action on the part of the Sen- 
ate. The sub-committee of the Finance 
Committee of that body has had the 
Tariff Bill under consideration for 
some four weeks, and has not yet re- 
ported it to the full committee. - There 
is no telling how much time the Fi- 
nance Committee will take to consider 
the measure before reporting it to the 
Senate. And the amount of time 
which the Senate will consume in dis- 
cussing the bill is purely conjectural. 
It may be one month and:it may be 
six months. , The moss-back traditions 
of “Senatorial courtesy,” etc., can be 
invoked, if certain Senators see fit, to 
delay action on the bill indefinitely. 
Two or three Senators could, if they 
saw fit, prevent a vote upon the bill 
until after the regular meeting of Con- 
gress next December. In view of these 


c ra would seem as though the 
9 hould get to work on matters 
which demand attention, other than 
the tariff, holding itself in readinéss 
in the mean time to take up the Tariff 
Bill so soon as it shall be reported 
back from the Senate. 

Work cannot proceed in the House 
until after the Speaker has appointed 
the standing committees. These com- 
mittees are usually appointed soon 
after the assembling of Congress. But 
at the present extra session only the 
Committee on Ways and Means, which 
has charge of tariff and revenue bills, 
was appointed. That committee did 
its duty promptly, and the Dingley Bil) 
was the result. But now the House 
has nothing to do, with the prospect of 
several months of enforced idleness 
before it, unless the Speaker shall ap- 
point the committees and set the 
House to work. The situation is mate- 
rially changed from what it was a 
month ago, by the dilatoriness of the 
Senate. In view of this changed situa- 
tion—in view of the obvious fact that 
the Senate intends to act independently 
of the House, and in effect to ignore 
that body—it would seem to be the 
part of wisdom and of expediency for 
the House to complete its organization 
|and go ahead with the work before it 
as though no measfire were pending in 
the Senate. When the Senate gets 
through with the Tariff Bill—if ever 
that auspicious time arrives—the House 
can take up and act upon that ques- 
tion as promptly as possible. There is 
no absolute need for inaction in the 
interim.

PROTECTION AND PROSPERITY. 

Congressman Bailey of Texas, the 
leader of the Democratic party in the 
House of Representatives, in discuss- 
ing the Dingley Bill, made this admis- 
sion: “I entertain no doubt that the 
immediate effect of this law will be to 
stimulate enterprise in the manufac- 
turing sections, and I know that this 
will produce a temporary prosperity in 
those particular sections.” This was a 
good deal for a free trader and a Texan 
to admit, The idea that any prosperity, 
either temporary or permanent, can 
follow the enactment of protective 
legislation is comparatively new to the 
dictum of the free-trade theorizer. Mr. 
Bailey doubtless made his admission 
in an unguarded moment. He woulé 
probably not have expressed himself 
in just those words if he had reflected 
on the matter a little more. 

It is foolhardy for any man at this 
late day to deny that prosperity does 


| follow ‘the enactment of protective 


tariff laws: The burden of proof—the 
proof of actual experience—is over- 
whelmingly against any such. ¢onten- 
tion. The results which followed the 
enactment of the McKinley law are 
still fresh in mind, as are the results 
which followed its repeal. The enact- 
ment. of the McKinley law was fol- 
lowed by the most remarkable period 
of prosperity that this country has 
ever known. The prosperity was con- 
fined to no particular section, but was 
general. Whether or not that pros- 
perity was of a temporary or of a per- 
manent character may never be posi- 
tively known to Mr. Bailey and ‘his fel- 
low free-traders. But one thing is cer- 
tain, and that is that the prosperity 
continued so long as the McKinley law 
remained in undisputed operation. A 
change for the worse came only when 
it had become certain that the McKin- 
ley law would be ‘repealed by the 
party to which the reins of power had 
been entrusted for the four years fol- 
lowing the 4th day of March, 1893. 

The victorous party of free trade did 
not permit the McKinley law to have 
a fair trial. In the face of umprece-. 
dented opposition and opprobrium that 
law brought-activity out of stagnation 
in the industrial world, and inaugur- 
ated a season of prosperity which 
would doubtless have continued with- 


out interruption until the present time 
had the law been suffered to remain in 
force under favorable conditions until 
Mr. Bailey and his friends may 
talk of “temporary prosperity” in con- 
nection with protective tariff legisla- 
tion, but they cannot reasonably claim 
that the prosperity which they admit. 
will follow a protective tariff will be 
merely tempo , unless it be given a 
fair opportunit¥ to become permanent.

Fattening Calves. 


{American Cultivator:] The first 
question when a butcher asks about a 
calf offered for the shambles is how 
it has been fed. If it has been allowed 
to suckle the cow, the valf in his opin- 
ion is all right, and will dress 9 well 
as it looks. But this depending on 
suckling, though good for the calf, 
helps to dry up the cow, and to make 
her uneasy when the calf is taken from 
her. The advantage of the suckling 
process is that the calf gets i's tvod 
slowly, and always warm. The slow- 
ness with which the calf gets the milk, 
and the muscular effort of the mouth 
required to-get it, mixes more saliva 
with the nutrition and insures better 
digestion. ‘But the owner of the cow 
may properly insist that the calf shall 
not run with its dam, suckling a little 
every hour or two. Give it two meals 
per day, as nearly twelve hours apart 
as possible, and the Jast few minutes 
milk the richest part of the milk, the 
striplings, into a pail. It is very rare 
that a calf will get from the udder all 
that the human hand will do. It is 
this retention of the strippings in the 
udder that tends to dry cows so quickly 
when their calves suckle them. 


California as a Dairy State. 


[California Cultivator:] The State 
Dairy Bureau of California, composed 
of L. Tomasini, Thomas Flint and 
George W. Burbank, is certainly one of 
the most useful dairy organizations in 
the country. The gentlemen who com- 


men and serve the State without sal- 
ary, says Hoard’s Dairyman. 

From their late report we learn that 
there are 203 creameries and twelve 
cheese factories in the State,.Of that 
number 119 are operated by individuals 
and eighty-four by . cojperative and 
etock companies. For the year ending 
October 1, 1896, 10,097,323 pounds of 
separator butter was manufactured, 
and 21,508,117 pounds by the old dairy 
methods. Of cheese 6,383,130 pounds 
were made. The principal butter coun- 
ties are Marin, Humboldt, San Luis 
Obispo, Sonoma, Monterey, Santa Cruz, 
San Mateo and Los Angeles. The value 
of the dairy product of the State, an- 
is placed as follows: Butter,

EDITOR BEACH’S SENILE WIDO 
STICKS TO HER HOBBY. 


She Has Scandalized Her Family by 
Marrying a Notorious Spook 
Materialiser. 


FAKIR ROGERS HAS HER MONEY 


THE COUPLE KNOWN IN BUROPE 
AS MR. AND MRS. RICHARDSON. 


The Misgnide€d Woman’s Children 
Trying to Have Her Mental Con- 
dition Examined—Legal Pro- 
ceedings Commenced.

NEW YORK, April 29.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Henry Rogers, whose lucrative 
business as a materializer of spirits in 
this city, was broken up by exposure in 
the Herald in November, 1895, was mar- 
ried last January in Alexandria, BDgypt, 
to Mrs. Harriet E. Beach, a wealth 
widow, 69 years old. 3 

Mrs. Beach has been an ardent spir- 
itualist for many years. She was first 
brought into notoriety through her de- 
fense of the spook prophetess, Diss de 
Bar, then in the Tombs on the charge 
of having swindled the venerable 
Luther R. Marsh. 

Alfred E. Beach, Mrs. Beach’s hus- 
band, was editor of the Scientific Amer- 
ican. His family is highly respected 
and prominent in New York society. 
He had amassed a fortune and he 
was deeply shocked by the publicity of 
his wife’s delusions. She was even then 
under the influence of Rogers, who was 
an adept in the art of producing spirit 
pictures by precipitation on canvass. 
Beafh then decided to have his wife 
placed in Bloomingdale insane asylum. 
She was released some months after- 
ward, and, although her vagaries have 
continued, she has since been at liberty. 

Beach died January 11, 1896, and Mrs. 
Beach went to Europe last summer. 
Rogers joined her abroad and traveled 
in her company for some time before 
he became free to suggest marriage. 
His matrimonial bonds had not been 
dissolved by death, but by divorce.

AN APOLOGY FOR JEFF. 
DAVIS'S CHARACTER. DISCUSSED AT 
A CONFEDERATE UNVEILING, 

A Monument to the Lost Cause Dedi- 

cated at Dallas—Address by 


John. H. Regan of the Rebel 
Cabinet—Other Speakers. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
DALLAS (Tex.,) April 29.—The Con- 
féderate monument, erected through 
the efforts of the Daughters of the 


; Confederacy, of Dallas, was unveiled 
this morning. It is of Texas granite, 


the shaft being 60 feet high. Ai the 
top of the column stands a private. 
At the base, on four pedestals, ane 
life-size statues of Jefferson Davis, R. 
E. Lee, Stonewall Jackson and Sidney 
Johnston: Jefferson Davis puiled the 
cord that unveiled the form of his 
grandfather. Lucy Hays did the same 
for Robert E. Lee. The little grand- 
daughter of Stonewall Jacksun com- 
pleted the unveiling by’ pulling the 
cords which removed the veils from 
the statues of Jackson and Johnston. 
After the young ladies representilg the 


Southern States decorated ita monu- 
‘ment with ‘flowers, 


John IY. Regan, 
the enly surviving member of tue Con- 
féderate Cabinet, delivered a eulogy 
on’ President Davis. He said, in part: 

“To me has been assigned the duty 


of saying, in a brief way, something 


of the character and servizes of the 


‘President’ of the Confederate States, 


the beloved Jefferson Davis. My as- 
sociation with Mr. Davis durimg our 
great struggle and the ‘very high orin- 
ion I formed of his disinter2sted and 
patriotic devotion to the cause of the 
Confederacy and of his anvarying con- 
stancy and courage, makes the duty 
most agreeable, except that I recognize 
my inability to give such 2n account of 
his services and portraiture of his 


character as is due to his memory. TO |, 


say that he was an honest man, @ 
brave soldier, an* able statesmun, a 
sincere patriot and an éarnest .Chris- 
tion do@s not give the full idea of his 
character. 

“In one respect there was to some 


-extent misapprehensions of his -char- 


acter. It was sometimes alleged he was 
self-willed, imperious and _ stubborn. 
Those in close contact and association 
with him did not so regard him. I 
have heretofore expressed the view, 
and now repeat it, that practically he 
had two characters, | or rather two 
methods of thought and action. While 
in his private relations he was gentle- 
ness and kindliness, in the discharge of 
his public duties he seemed to be guided 
almost wholly by asense of duty. And 
he seeméd to expect those who conferred 


| with him about public, matters to ad- 


dress themselves directly to the matter 
under considération and was not at 
all times patient with such persons as 
sought to occupy his time in general 
conversation or as to. matters about 
which they could give no information. 

“It will be readily understood that 
one occupying his position, in which 
his whole time was necessarily given 
to the discharge of important public 
duties, could not permit that time to 
be wasted in commonplace conversation 
or in listening to men who could give 
him no real information. This doubt- 
less created the idea with such per- 
sons that he was self-willed and im- 
perious... 

“Another mistake as to his character 
‘made by..some persons has been that 


he would listen to advice. about mat- 


ters of importance. More than four 
years of constarit contact with. him 
as a. member of his Cabinet enabled me 
iis, &, great mistake. 
he took up 4 ‘pub- 

lic que Hon which he. had to act, 


to exhaust all available sources of-in-| 


formation on it. before coming to a 
conclusion, ‘always consulting freely 
with the members of his Cabinet and 
‘with others who might be able to give 
him information. After doing this and 
reaching his conclusion, the matter was 
settled with him unless the presenta- 
tion of new facts required further con- 
sideration. He had not time to con- 
sider questions upon the same facts. 

“Under the position he occupied, vac- 
illation would have been about as bad 
as the erroneous decision of public 
questions. I say this’ much on these 


points because, I think, in respect to |. 


them some injustice has been done to 
his memeory. The solicitude of Pres- 
ident Davis for the success of the Con- 
federate army caused him _§ several 
times to put himself under the fire of 
the Federals in battle. At the battle 
of Seven Pines (Fair Oaks) I saw him, 
Gen. Lee and Gen. Magruder under a 
heavy fire of musketry, and remon- 
strated against his so exposing himself 
when there was no special necessity 
for it. During the first seven days of 
fighting near Richmond he was exposed 
to the enemy’s fire and Gen. Lee or- 
dered him to quit the field. Some days 
afterward, when Gen. Lee appeared in 
the Cabinet, Mr. Davis jocularly said 
he had supposed he was commander-in- 
chief, ‘but that Gen. Lee had ordered 
him from the field. 

“On the day of the battle between 
Richmond and Petersburg, I saw Mr. 
Davis in company with Gen. Beaure- 

gard under.a brisk fire of cannon and 
for a considerable time, 
during which several persons were hit, 
and one soldier boy standing near the 
President had his arm shot off by a 
shell. At the request of some officers 
I urged him to leave the field, as his 
exposure to the fire of the enemy was 
unnecessary. In the Cabinet next morn- 
ing, referring to my advice that he 
should quit the field the evening be- 
fore, he said that he felt as I did; 
that he could do no service there, 
but added that ‘it would not have been. 
a pleasant thing to ride off under fire.’ 

“President Davis had the chivalric 
courage of a Richard Coeur de Lion, 
and the common virtue. constancy and 


the love of liberty of a Cato. God bless . 


his memory.” 

Other eulogies were pronounced as 
follows: On Gen. R. E. Lee, by Hon. 
George N. Aldridge; on Stonewall 
Jackson, by Judge H. W. Lightfoot: on 
Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston, by Hon. 
Norman C. Kittrell; on privates, by 
Hon. A. T. Watts. The ceremonies 
ended with a battle of flowers partici- 
pated in by all, the base of the monu- 
ment at the end being covered with a 
mass of flowers.

AN OIL DISCOVERY. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA RAIL- 
WAY FINDS A RICH DEPOSIT. 


Enough Oil on Its Lands at Fuller- 
ton to Supply All Its Engines 
for Years to Come, 


THREE THOUSAND ACRES. 

THE COMPANY IS EMANCIPATED 


FROM THE MIDDLEMAN, 
Mexican Steamers Will Touch at 
Local Ports—Captain of the Ya- 


quina in Command of a 
New Boat, 


A supply of oil ample for its own 
needs—that is what the discovery of oil 


on its leased Jandsat Fullerton means to | 


the Southern California Railway Com- 
pany. As soon as the property can be 
properly developed, the railroad will 
have a supply of fuel on its own lands 
which will emancipate it ‘from the m{d- 
dleman and from the fluctuations of the 
oil market, and furnish it with oil for 
its engines merely at the cost of pro- 
duction. 

Five miles northeast of Fullerton, 
Elward Li Doheny, an experienced Los 
Angeles oil man, has been sinking a 
prospect well for the Southern Califor- 
nia Railway Company, with which heis 
associated in the venture. The rail- 
road, through Mr. Doheny, had leased 
3000 acres of land, in the belief that the 
territory was underlaid with oil. The 
work was difficult, but at last, at the 
depth of about 900 feet, oil has been 
found. The well is not complete, but 
pumping has begun, and between forty 
and fifty barrels of petroleum are be- 
ing taken out every day. This is cer- 
tainly an éxcellent yield, but’ the dig- 
gers are convinced that when the well 
is really completed and put in shape, 
and the sand difficuties disposed of, 
the output will be doubled. ‘ 

Encouraged by the success of this first 
well, Mr. Doheny has begun work on a 
second. The ground has been examined 
by experts, and the decision reached 
is that the land is first-class oil terri- 
tory. Digging. will not be as easy as 
in the Los Angeles field, owing to the 
nature of the formation. A number of 
other wells will be dug at once. 

The railroad has a twenty-year lease 
on the 3000 acres of land in the midst 
of which its new well is situated. The 
distance to the railroad is mo greater 
than from the oil wells near West Lake 
Park to a railroad line, and the topo- 
graphy of the country is such that as 
soon.as,a, pipe, line is laid, the oil Will 

ow by gravity to the tanks at the 
railroad .tracks. 

At present, when the oranges are be- 


..ing. shipped and .a large number of en- 


gines are in use, the Southern Cali- 
fornia Railway Company is using be- 
tween five hundred and. seven hundred 
barrels of petroleum for fuel every day. 
Many of the engines which are sent 
out of the city on its lines at present 
are using coal. the change. from oil to 
coal-burning apparatus having been 
made at a time when the price of oil 
went higher than the company liked, 
and when it wanted to show. that it was 
independent: of the oil producers. 

It is believed that within a very short 
time the company’s new wells near 
Fullerton will supply plenty of fuel 
for this -daity demand. If the rest of 
the company’s engines are changed to 


| oil-burners, and oil burnt on the Santa 


Fé engines which go as far ‘as The 
Needles, as can be profitably done, the 
company will consume daily 1100 bar- 
rels of oil. The supply on the com- 
pany’s lands is believed to unques- 
tionably be sufficient to fill this de- 
mand for years to, come. 

This is a very important oil discov- 
ery, because it settles the town-lot 
question. ‘Now that it has been proven 
‘that there are extensive tracts which 
will produce oil outside of the limits 
of the city, oil-men will no longer deem 
it profitable to operate on small city 
lots, where wells are closely crowded 
together, for country property of small 
value can be obtained which probably 
presents as good chances of success as 
the city property. : 

The first oil-boring in the neighbor- 
hood of the new field was over twenty 
years ago. It has long been known 
that there were outcroppings of brea 
on the ground in these sections of 
country, and in the old maps all 
the Puente district and the country 
northeast of Fullerton was labeled ‘‘coal 
lands.” Wells were dug, but the work 
was done in a crude sort of way, with 
machinery worked by~ horse-power. 
The oil was brought up in a sand- 
bucket, instead of being pumped. Nat- 
urally, under such conditions, it was 
not very much of a success, especially 
as the wells were only about 300 feet 
deep. 

It has been nearly ten years since 
the last well was dug in this section of 
country. One of the last to be put 
down was dug by Stewart & McFar- 
land of this city. A good drilling rig 
was employed, and the well was put 
down to a depth of 900 feet. It was 
not very successful, a fact that is now 
explained by the statement that the 
well was not properly located. The oil 
business in California was then in its 
infancy, and locations could not be 
made with such accuracy as nowadays. 

The new well of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Company and Mr. Doheny will 
be completed within a few days, and 
it will then be found on how much 
regular output the owners can depend. 

Though the company will no longer 
buy oil from local producers, when 
once its new territory is developed, 
the claim is made that as much money 
will be put in circulation in the com- 
munity as before, from the fact that 
the railroad will need to, employ as 
many men and buy as much supplies 
as would a private owner. e 


FOR MEXICAN PORTS. 


The Orizaba Will Touch at Redondo 
and San PedFfo. 

The steamer Orizaba, from San 
Francisco, bound for Mexican porte, 
will today touch at Redondo for the 
‘first time. Hereafter the Mexican 
steamers will stop at a Los Angeles 
port once a month. This new depar- 
ture is regarded by local manufactur- 
ers and shippers as a distinct advance. 
They say it will open new markets to 
the products of Southern California, 
and result in bringing a good deal of 


| money to Los Angeles and its vicinity. 


The Orizaba will leave Redondo 
10:30 o’clock tonight. She is a steamer 
of 1250 tons burden. Once a month 
she leaves San Francisco for Mexico, 
on her trip touching at Ensenada and 
Mazatlan, and going on up the Gulf 
of California to Guaymas, La Paz, 
Altata, and other Mexican ports.

Hereafter on her down trip she will 
stop at Rédondo one voyage and at 
San Pedro and Bast San Pedro the 
next. The next time she stops on the 
Los Angeles county coast it will be 
at-San Pedro. She is able to come 


into the inner harbor at low tide. 


As this is the first time the steamer 
has touched here, and her coming is not 
much known of, she will carry away 
only four or five passengérs. Most of 
thése are traveling men, sent by local 
firms to try to open up new markets 
for Los Angeles products. 

Hitherto Los Angeles has had very 
little trade with Lower California, be- 
cause of the difficulties of transporta- 
tion. The success of the local com- 
mercial bodies in persuading the Pa- 
cific Coast Steamship Company to have 
its Mexican steamers stop here has 
already begun to stimulate trade. The 
Orizaba tonight will carry away a con- 
siderable quantity Of agricultural tm- 
plements, wine, beer, dried and fresh 
fruit, clothing, wagons, crackers, and 
packing-house goods, all local products 
it has hitherto been impracticable to 
market in Lower California. 


CAPT. HINKLE: EXONERATED. 


Put in Command of the Freight 
Stenmer Alex Duncan. 


C. E. Hinkle, captain of the Yaquina, 
wrecked recentiy on the beach at Hue- 
neme, has been fully exonerated and 
placed in command of another boat. 
The Pacific Coast Steamship Company 
has shown its confidence in his skill 
and worth by plating Capt. Hinkle in 
charge of the Alex Duncan, a freight 
stéamer, which plies up and down the 
coast between San Francisco and San 
‘Diego, carrying gasoline, dynamite and 
other explosives - and combustibles, 
Which maritime laws forbid a passen- 
ger steamer to carry, as well as mis- 
cellaneous freight. -The Duncan visits 
the Chanriel Islands occasionally, and 
the little villages along the coast at 
which the passenger steamers do not 
stop. Capt. ‘Hinkle started Tuesday 
on his first trip on the Alex Dun- 
can. 

The official investigation of — the 
wreck of the Yaquina proved that’ it 
was due to unavoidable circumstances. 
During the forty-eight fours before 
the wreck, a rather heavy swell had 
been coming in at Hueneme. It had 
raised a sand bar a hundred feet to- 
ward the open sea beyond the end of 
the wharf, a dangerous bar of which 
even the Hueneme wharfinger knew 
nothing. The Yaauina steamed un ‘to- 
ward the north side of the wharf. in 
the usual course. It struck the bar 
and the rudder was broken. Then 
the boat was. helpless, and the big 
swells washed her up alongside’ the 
wharf, until she was wedged :fast in 
the sand. = 

No one was hurt, in spite of the 
earzo of dynamite on board. ‘The loss 
is not regarded as a particularly heavv 
one, because of the fact that the 
Yaquina was an old boat, which had 
heen laid un for two vears, and which 
was regurrected just before the wreck 
hanpened. Tt was Capt. Hinkle’s first 


trip as a, skipper.

“The Police, Fire and Park commis- 
sioners will not be touched,” City At- 
torney Dunn said. ‘The only possible 
} change that I foresee will be in the 
police courts, which may, under a cer- 
tain interpretation of the law, be de- 
prived of their clerks and the police 
judgeships abolished. The present po- 
lice judges would then act.as city jus- 
tices and the city would be deprived in 
State cases of all fines, which would 
be turned back to the county, as was 
the law before the passage of the 
Whitney Act. That act provided that 
in cities with populations under 100,- 
000 all such fines should go to the cit- 
ies, and it might be held, if our cen- 
sus exceeds 100,000, that this provision 
of the act would no longer apply to Los 
Angeles. There is no politics in this 
matter, as some persons have endeav- 
ored to make it appear; it is purely 
a matter of money and business man- 
agement that concerns the city.” 


FIRST-STREET CUT. 


Failure to Settle with Property- 
owners by Stipulation, 

It was expected up to yesterday that 
the litigation which has been pending 
over the First-street cut would be set- 
tled by stipulation between the plaint- 
iffs and the city, and City’ Attorney 
Dunn has bcen proceeding for some 
weeks upon this understanding. After 
having previously declared her willing- 
ness to compromise her suit for dam- 
ages against the city, Mrs. Shepherd, 
‘who owns the greater part of the front- 
age in First street between Hill and 
Olive. streets, yesterday suddenly 
changed her mind and refused to sign 
any stipulation. The case of Mr. 
Parke, the owner of the lots on which 
is located the Highland Villa, against 
the city will come up today, and will be 
pressed for immediate trial by City At- 
tornev Dunn. If it had not been for 
Mrs. Shepherd’s unexpected reversal of 
her position, it is probable that the 
Parke suit would have been dismissed 
by stipulation. 

Some time ago City Attorney Dunn 
called the attention of the Council to 
the fact that, from consultations had 
with the attorneys of Mrs. Shepherd 
and Mr. Parke, he was led to believe 
that an end could be had of the pend- 
ing suits upon certain terms which 
would permit of the immediate com- 
pletion of the work of widening and 
grading First street west of Olive 
street. He said at the timethat he had 
no fear of the ultimate outcome of the 
two suits, in fact, Mrs. Shepherd had 
lost her case against the city in the 
Superior Court, but a motion of appeal 
had been filed by her attorneys, and 
the Parke suit was still pending. It 
had been given out, however, that both 
suits would be withdrawn upon the con- 
dition that the city would widen and 
complete the grading of First street be- 
tween Hill and Olive streets, and would 
cut down the adjoining properties on 
the north to a slope of one foot in width 
to one in height. Upon these terms 
Mr. Parke had said that he would agree 
to lower his building at his own ex- 
pense; After securing from the City 
Engirieer an estimate of $3400 for the 
expense of finishing the desired work, 
the Council instructed the City Attor- 
ney to proceed with the attempt to end 
the litigation by such a stipulation as 
had been outlined. The negotiations 


were. well under way, with promise of

successful settlement, when Mrs. Shep- 
herd’s refusal to sign the stipulations 
reopened the entire matter, as it would 
be useless to treat with one of the 
property-owners unless both Mrs. 
Shepherd and Mr. Parke acceded to the 
terms of the agreement. 


CITY WATERWORKS. 


Engineers to Estimate Values. 

It is expected that the Water Sup- 
ply Committee will make a report to 
the Council on Monday on the progress 
of its negotiations with the City Water 
Company, coupled with which will be 
a request for authority to employ two 
consulting engineers, whose duty it 
shall be to make an inventory and es- 
timate of value of the property of the 
City Water Company. Councilman 
Nickell, chairman of the Water Supply 
Committee, said yesterday that he had 
gathered the impres.ion from unofficial 
sources that the City Water Company 
will ask about. $3,000,000 for its plant. 


Sewer Committee. 

The Sewer Committee met yesterday 
to prepare its regular weekly report 
to the Council. The chief matter of im- 
portance was the petition presented by 
residents of the suburbs south of the 
city limits, asking that the sale of city 
sewage and sewage water be discontin- 
ued, particularly where its use along 
the Santa Monica road created a nuis- 
ance. The committee decided tto rec- 
ommend to the Council that the petition 
be granted.

WANTS. HIS FREEDOM. 


EZRA N. COKAHNAUR RETRACTS 
HIS CONFESSION OF ARSON, 


He Files an Affidayit Declaring That 
He Did not Know the Contents 
of the Confession, Although it 
Had Been Read to Him. 


Ezra N. Cokahnaur, the young man 
who gave thimself up not long ago and 
confessed that he burned down his 
friend’s home at Duarte, while in the 
act of robbing it, has retracted his 
confession. Cokahnaur went to Con- 
stable Davison’s house at Duarte and 
said he had entered the house of John 
Baxter, for whom he had been work- 
ing a short time before, and that while 
he was looking for plunder the lamp 
which he had placed-on the floor of 
one of the bedrooms, ignited the bed- 
clothing. The house’ tvas burned to 
the ground. 

Cokahnaur begged to be taken be- 
fore a magistrate at once, and Davison 
accordingly took him before Justice of 
the Peace Cooke, who was wakened 
to hear Cokahnaur’s story. The man 
signed a. written confession and asked 
to be bound over and at once taken to 
the County Jail. Cooke bound him 
over on a charge of arson, and Davison 
at Cokahnaur’s urgent request took 
him to the County Jail at Los Angeles. 

So great was Cokahnaur’s haste to 
get out of Duarte that he prevailed 
upon Davison to walk to the next 
town to catch the first train. Cokah- 
naur said -hat if he’ should remain 
until daylight he was afraid the Duarte 
people would discover his awful deed 
and deal summarily with him ~ 

Yesterday Cokahnaur was brought 
before Judge Smith in Department 
One, and his attorney filed two affi- 
davits on which he based a motion to 
set aside the information charging 
Cokahnaur with arson. The technical 
ground of the motion was that the 
defendant had never’ been properly 
committed by a magistrate, as no tes- 
timony had been taken in the case, 
and no preliminary hearing ever given. 

One of the affidavits was made by 
Cokahnaur, in which he stated that 
while he had signed a paper and it 
had been read to him before he signed 
it, he did. not at the time know what 
it contained. In other words, Cokah- 
naur claims he did not know what he 
was doing or what was going on 
around him at the time he signed the 
cenfession. The other affidavit, made 
by his attorney, stated what Cokah- 
naur had told him. - - 

Cyrus F. Cooke, the justice who held 
Cokahnaur to answer, was sworn and 
testified as to the circumstances sur- 
rounding the taking of the confession. 
The motion was argued and taken un- 
der advisement by Judge Smith. 


ROBERT M’GREGOR’S CHILD. 


He Applies for Permission to See 
it Oceasionally. 

Robert MtGregor applied to Judge 
Smith yesterday in Department One 
for an order granting him‘ permission 
to see his child. McGregor’s wife, who 
is now Mrs. E. B. Rea, was given the 
custody of the child at the time she 
procured a divorce from McGregor. 

The mother objected to such an order 
on the ground that«her former husband 
was not a fit person to whom to entrust 
the child. A scene was’ enacted in 
court yesterday during the proceed- 
ings, but the matter was finally settled 
for the nonce by the selection of a Miss 
Foley, as a friend of both sides of the 
house, with whom the child could: be 
placed, while McGregor visited it or 
took it out for a pleasure trip. 

The matter was continued one week 
for further hearing, and Mrs. Rea was 
ordered not to take the child from the 
county. The hope of an amicable set- 
tlement of the matter was knocked into 
a cocked hat, however, when Miss Fo- 
ley was apprised of the turn things 
had taken, as she positively refused to 
act as an intermediary. 


HIS COSTLY RIDE. 
William Akers Given Five Years in 
Folsom, 

William Akers pleaded . guilty to 
grand larceny before Judge Smith in 
Department One yesterday, and was 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment 
in the State Prison at Folsom. Akers 
had two counts of grand larceny, one 
for stealing a horse and the other for 
stealing a horse and buggy. As he 
pleaded guilty to one charge, the other 

was dismissed. 

Akers hired a horse from the Re- 
quena Stables and went for a drive. 
He did not return the horse when he 
said he would, but drove it nearly to 
death. The next morning he drove into 
the yard of a man living in the east- 
ern part of the city, and there the horse 
fe down, exhausted.

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SHOPLIFTER CAUGHT 


A WOMAN WITH A RECORD 
LANDED IN JAIL. 


She Claims to be a Personal Friend 
of Gov. Budd and a Number of 
Northern Millionaires. 


IN LOS ANGELES FOR PLEASURE 


HOW ASHE WORKED SOME OF THE 
BIG DOWNTOWN STORES. 


Detective Goodman Discovers the 
Woman’s Identity, Recovers the 
Property and Turns His Of- 
fice Into a Junk Shop. 


Detective Goodman yesterday estab- 
lished the identity of one of the most 
important criminals arrested in this 
city during the year. The prisoner is a} 
woman, and though she travels under 
@& great many aliases, her proper name 
is probably Mrs. Emma Stanton-De 
Lacey. This woman is 50 years old, 
highly respectable in appearance, and 
the last person one would suspect of 


she. who, by her suave manner and 
matronly bearing so thoroughly de- 
ceived Police Officer Neighbors a few 


suspension from the police department. 
It will be remembered that Neighbors 
had taken her into custody supposing 
her to be implicated in certain lar- 
cenies which had been committed 
about that time. Though the evidence 
in his possession was of a positive na- | 


her protestation of innocence that he 
hesitated about subjecting her to the 
indignity of a ride through the streets 
in the police patrol wagon. Before do- 
ing so he determined to telephone to 
headquarters for definite instructions. 
With this purpose in view he excused 
himself from his “highly respectable 
lady” prisener, asking her to “kindly 
wait” until he had telephoned ‘the 
Chief. She bowed acourtly compliance. 
with his request, and that was the last 
Neighbors ever saw of her. That courtly 
bow has haunted him ever since. 
Three weeks ago a young man 
caught the old lady in the act of run- 
ning away with his bicycle. He pur- 
sued her in the hope of coming up with 
an officer, but officers were scare that 
day, and fearing to lose his.wheel, he 
overtook the thief and forced her to 
give it up. He saw her disappear into 
the Chicago lodging-house on South 
Main street. Wednesday night this 
same young man caught sight of the 
woman as she came out of the Mam- 
moth shoe store on Spring street. She 
had a bundle which she was taking 
great pains to conceal under her cloak, 
and he followed her to the corner of 
Fourth and Spring street, where he 
pointed her out to Officer Powell. She 
was taken into custody and locked up. 
Little was thought of the case until 
yesterday. when Detective Goodman 


tained that the prisoner is one of the 
most confirmed criminals which the de- 
partment has had to deal with for 
some time. She is an expert shoplifter 
and is known to have records in that 
and other criminal lines in San Fran- 
cisco, and other Coast cities, as well 
as in the East. 

Since the first day of April, the date 
of the woman’s arrival in Los Angeles, 
a number of the big downtown stores 
have missed from their counters ar- 
ticles of greater or less value, princi- 
paly in the line of dress goods and 
women’s garments. All efforts to locate 
the thief or thieves had been unavail- 
ing, and Goodman felt convinced that 
the Stanton-De Lacey woman knew 
something of these crimes. Investiga- 
tion proved that *- was correct in 
this surmise. He interviewed the pris- 
oner, ascertained that she lived alone 
in room 35 at the Chicago lodging- 
house, No. 142 South Main street, and 
proceeded at once to search for spoils. 

Goodman took from the woman’s 
room enough dry goods, clothing, shoes, 
musical instruments, etc., to stocka 
first-class junk shop. His private of- 
fice at police headquarters yesterday 
bore a _ striking resemblance to a 
woman's outfitting emporium. Among 
the articles recovered was a bolt of 
fancy silk dress goods containing fifty 
yards, sev fashionable women’s 
garments, a lot’of corsets, gloves, shoes, 
hats, ribbons, laces and odds and ends 
of female apparel in limitless profusion. 
All of: these articles were entirely new. 
A valuabe mandolin was in the lot and, 
presumably by way of showing her ver- 
satility in the thieving line, the highly 
respectable old rogue had added to her 
stores of purloined property one lone- 
some ‘looking. man’s vest. This modest 
garment seemed ashamed of itself in 
its masculine minority and Goodman, 
who has an acute sense of the eternal 
fitness of things, hung it away in a 
dark corner by itself. 

During the afternoon a number of the 
representatives of business houses 
called and identified nearly all of the 
articles as having been taken from their 
counters. Among the stores Which had 
suffered were the Boston, Coulter’s, the 
Unique and the Hub millinery. An 
owner is wanted for an elegantly bound 
copy of the Holy Bible, taken with the 
rest of the loot. ss 

The prisoner denies that her name is 
either Stanton or De Lacey. She de- 
clares herself to be the widow of a 
man named De Forrest, who died in 
Boston some twelve years ago. She 
stated that she had for six years prior 
to December of last year been a resi- | 
dent of the city of Sacramento, where 
she was the proprietress of a road | 
house known as the Union Grange.

OIL LOTS. 

There has been a good demand for 
lots in the oil territory during the past 
few weeks, and several sales have been 
made. When as much as $50 a month is 
offered for the lease of a fifty-foot lot 
for oil purposes, it'is evident that such 
property has a good market value.

THE TULARE COUNTY 

BELT. 


The Times has on several occasions 
during the past year or two called 
the attention of owners of citrus land 
in the southern counties to the fact 
that they cannot safely ignore the ex- 
istence of a belt of citrus land through 
the foothills of Kern and Tulare coun- 
ties. In fixing the price of citrus lands 
south of the Tehachepi, it will be well 
to bear in mind that, if prices are 
placed at too high a figure, a good 
many purchasers will probably be led 
to investigate the section to the north 
of us, where good oranges are already 
raised, and what is more, are exported 
by the carload. 

In the Catifornia Cultivator of April, 
Byron O. Clark has the following in- 
teresting description of the Tulare 
county citrus belt, the method of irri- 
gating from wells, etc.:

15 to March 8, past—at Lindsay, four- 
teen miles east of Tulare City, on the 
Porterville branch of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railway, and about ten miles 
north of Porterville. They have in this 
locality several thousands acres’ of 
land suitable for growing the orange 
and lemon, upon which an abundant 
supply of water can be had for irriga- 
tion, supplied from wells, by pump- 
ing at a depth of aboutsixty feet. There 
are now in operation a number of pump- 
ing plants, both company and private, 
seme of which show a remarkably low 
cost for operating, furnishing an un- 
failing supply of water as cheaply as 
can be had in Southern California un-

=e ditch or pipe lines to main- 
ain. 


“T hav? long been of the opinion 
that when water did not have to be 
raised too high, and was close to the 
land to be irrigated; it could be sup- 
plied more economically than by ex- 
tensive pipe and ditch systems, with 
their constant demands for repairs and 
general maintenance. This opinion is 
fully verified by observations. at Lind- 
say, where both private parties and 
also the Lindsay Land and Water 
Company, have demonstrated the ad- 
vantages of this method of obtaining 
water for«irrigating large tracts of or- 
chard-+land.”’ 

“With the abundant supply of water 
thus obtainable, cheap land, (and 
with water selling at $120 per acre) and 
the early maturing of their fruit, they 
have advantages which cannot be 
‘gainsaid.

Those to the eastward of the Lindsay 
neighborhood are cut through trans- 
versely by the Kaweah River, and each 
succeeding valley or cafion opens into 
the basin of this stream. The cold air 
which settles from the snow-capped 
mountains, flows downward through 
these valleys, discharging into the Ka- 
weah basin and leaving the higher 
lands lying at the base of the western 
range of hills entirely free from this 
cold air that would necessarily settle 
on the adjoining plains were it mot for 
the series of valleys which act as chan- 
nels for carrying off the immense vol-

CAPTURING A. BANK .FORGER. 
In Scribner's for May, Charles D. 
Lanier gives an interesting account of 
the inside workings of the great bank- 
ing institutions of New York. Among 
other phases of banking experience, he 
tells of the various tricks that are re- 
sorted to in order to swindle the banks 
by forgery and otherwise. One of these 
attempts, which did not prove success- 
ful, is described as follows: 

“Not long ago there stood before the 
ae teller’s window of one of New 

ork’s big banks an unctuous little fel- 
Jow, smilling blandly over a hundred- 
dollar check.: Signature, indorsement 
and every detail -were correct. To 
make assurance doubly sure, the little 
fellow explained, with some ‘insistence, 

‘You see, I have had my indorsement 
certified. 

’ “The check was paid without hesi- 
tation, but the teller said to*himself: 
*Why ‘is that idiot standing there with 
such a broad grin, trying to fix his 
face on my memory?’ And duly he 
took note. 

“A few days latter the man appeared 
at the window again, his countenance 
distended in the same smile, with 
another check from the same firm; 
the indorsement was certified ins ex- 
actly the same way, and this time.the 
amount was $900. There was abso- 
jutely nothing wrong with the check 
on its face, and it came from a well- 
known customer of the bank. ‘In spite 
of all,’ said the paying teller, ‘some- 
thing told me that the fellow was a 
crook. So I said I should have to look 
up the account before it could be paid. 
and while he was waiting I slipped 
around to the firm’s office, which was 
only a_ short distance away. ‘The 
check was examined and pronounced 
perfectly good, and I was about to 
walk away, when the head of the firm 
‘paid, ‘Why, hold up. We've issued no 
checks this morning.’ And then I 
went and bagged my crook. He had 
first sold the firm a bond and got his 
origina] $100 check in payment. This 
he had used to imitate the firm’s sig- 
nature on the second, and likewise to 
ampress me with the fact that he was 
all right, so that when he came around 
a second time I would not bother him.” 


COMMERCIAL, 

BRINGING IN WOOL. The wool 
men of the Pacific Coast, who were 
feeling quite encouraged recently at 
the improvement in values, consequent 
upon the promise of a satisfactory 
protective duty, are once more  dis- 
couraged, owing to the drop that has 
taken place in prices, because of the 
delay in passing the Tariff Bill. ° 

It was mentioned some time ago in 
this column that immense. imports of 
wool were being made by eastern deal- 
ers and manufacturers, their agents 
scouring all parts of the world for 
stocks. It was hoped that the es- 
tablishment. of the retroactive clause 
by the Senate Committee, would have 
put a stop to this business, but the 
striking out of that clause has again 
opened the flood gates, and it is ex- 
pected that an immense amount of 
wool will come in under the Wilson 
Act before the Tariff Bill goes into ef- 
fect, so that it is likely to be a con- 


siderable time before wool-growers be- 


gin to reap the benefit of the new 
tariff, while the importers will be able 
at once to make immense profits on 
the wool which they have imported 
under the old act. 

Spring clip wool is now quoted at 
from 4 to 6 cents, but this quotation 
is nominal, as very little is finding a 
market. 


_ WHEAT RISING. Wheat has been 
jumping up in San Francisco during 
the past week. One reason for the ad- 
vance has been the belief that’ the 
hot north wind which swept down the 
coast the end of last week would have 
a disastrous effect on the crop. Be- 
sides this, the news from Chicago has 
been to the effect that wheat has. been 
rising on account of the probabilities 
of a European war. Then, the partial 
failure of the Australian crop has been 
another factor in causing prices to 


. mount upward. 


Holders of wheat throughout the 
State feel very confident, and believe 
that the present boom in prices will 
not be merely a temporary one. 


-ADULTERATORS OF FOOD PUN- 
ISHED. Some manufacturers in San 
Francisco are beginning to find out 
that the pure-food law is something 
more than a mere matter of form. The’ 
President of the Pacific Coast Syrup 
Company was recently arrested and 


fined $100 for selling what was alleged to. 


be raspberry syrup, but which was in 
fact a combination of cane sugar, ani- 
Jine dyes, glucose and water. In pass- 
ing sentence the Judge said: 

“I have heretofore expressed my 
views upon the adulterated food propo- 
sition and declared my intention to 
punish offenders severely.

this court will be limited to a consid- 
erable term of imprisonment in the 
County Jail.”

JUAN LUGO CAUGHT, 


‘CONSTABLE FRANK SLANKER 
CAPTURES A BAD MEXICAN. 


Wanted for Murder in Mono County 
and for Horse-stealing in 
Fallerton. 


REWARD FOR LUGO’S ARREST. 


A HARD FIGHT MAKES SLANKER 
EARN THE MONEY. 


The Constable Waited for Lugo 
in a Barn and Struck Him With 
a Revolver When He 
Came, 


Juan Lugo, alias Frank Revada, a 
Mexican desperado for whose capture 
a reward of nearly $1000 has been of- 
fered, is lodged in the County Jail. 
Constable Frank O. Slanker of Pomona 
is the officer to whom the credit of his 
arrest is due. Lugo murdered T. J. 


- Leahy in Mono county in 1892, and has 


been a fugitive from justice ever since. 
On March 28 of this year Constable 
Newman of Chino arrested Lugo near 
Spadra. Newman anda deputy started 
for Chino with the Mexican, and when 
they were passing through Pomona 
Newman was allowed to leave the 
buggy in which he was riding with the 
officers and enter a house for the pur- 
pose of saying good-by to his mother. 
He never came back. On April 9 last 
Lugo stole a valuable race horse from 
Jean Coscerrat, and a reward was of- 
fered for the arrest of the thief or the 
return of the horse. 
As a reward of $500 had been offered 


_ by the Governor, and $200 by the Sheriff 


of Mono county, for Lugo’s arrest for 


the murder of Leahy, this additional 


reward made the whole amount offered 
for Lugo’s capture foot up to nearly 
$1000. Slanker began searching for the 
Mexican, and soon discovered that Lugo 
was accustomed to make periodical 
visits to friends in Chino, Pomona and 
Spadra. He always traveled by night, 
and has made frequent boasts that no 
officer could arrest him. 

Last Tuesday an officer from San 
Diego arrested one Juan Manso at 
Chino on a warrant charging him with 
felony. Manso was the friend whom 
Lugo was in the habit of visiting at 
Chino, and after his arrest Slanker 


watched all the more closely the house 


at Pomona where the Mexican despe- 
On Thursday 
night his vigNWance was rewarded. He 
had taken his stand near the barn be- 
longing to Felipe Vejar, Lugo’s brother- 
in-law, which is located on South Garey 
avenue, where it was his custom to 
stable his horse. 

About 10 o’clock Lugo rode up on 
the horse h3 had stolen from Coscerrat, 
dismounted, and placing the animal in 
the barn. walked down to the house. 
No sooner had he done so than Slanker 
slipped into the stable, unhitched the 
horse and took it some distance away, 
where he tied it to a fence. He then 
came back to the barn and went inside 
to await Lugo’s return. The Constable 
knew the dangerous character of the 
man for whom he was waiting, and 
while he did not wish to kill him out- 
right, decided to disable him, if possi- 
ble, by the first blow. | 

Slanker was afraid that if he struck 
the Mexican over the head or shot 
him he would kill him, which was just 
what he wished to avoid doing. He 


had not been in the barn long when he 


heard footsteps approaching. Lugo was 
coming after his horse. The desperado 
stealthily walked to the stable door, a 
murderous knife with a fourteen-inch 
blade in his hand and a 44-caliber Colt’s 
revolver in his belt. 

Although he suspected nothing of the 
presence of an officer, he went, as he 
always did, prepared for any emer- 
gency. Lugo opened the door and 
stepped inside the barn. Always sus- 
picicus of danger, he crept stealthily 
forward, his hand extended. As soon 
as he was entirely inside the door, 
Slanker, who was standing in the dark 
at his side, dealt him a terrific blow 
with his revolver on the back of the 
neck. 

As @€ was struck the Mexicar 
dropped to his knees, and Siniicer ee 
the gleam of the knife blade as it fell 
from his hand. Tossing his gun to one 
side ,the nervy officer sprang on top of

of the arrest. On Lugo’s horse was a 
fine traveling outfit. Strapped to a 
costly saddle was a 44-70 Winchester 
rifle, a field glass and a compass. The 
rifle, with the revolver and vicious- 
looking knife he had with him when 
arrested, together with the fact that 
he would not hesitate to use any of 
them on one who was striving to ef- 
fect his capture, made his arrest a 
feat that but few would care to essay. 
The details of Leahy’s murder are 


as follows:, Leahy was the foreman | 
on a ranch near Bridgeport, in Mono: 
county, owned by J. N. Fvens. A 
number ‘of men were employed, and 
among them Lugo. The Mexican was 
discharged, and left the ranch with a 
grievance against the foreman, on 
whom he vowed vengeance. Not long 
afterward Lugo came upon Leahy and 
another man and without giving any 
warning fired two shots, each of which 
struck the foreman in the breast, kill- 
ing him instantly. 

The man who was with Leahy started 
to run, and Lugo fired two more shots 
at him, but did not hit him. The Mexi- 
can jumped on a horse and rode for the 
mountains. The alarm was at once 
given, and the officers succeeded in ar- 
resting him, but when night came, he 
escaped with his horse, and although a 
vigorous search was made for him he; 
was not recaptured. 

Leahy’s murder was so unwarranted 
and cold-blooded in its nature, and the 
foreman was so poular in the vicinity of 
Bridgeport, that it would have fared 
badly with the Mexican if he had been 
brought back to Mono county. He was 
aware of the fact, and has been heard 
to say that rather than return to that 
section of the country he would kill 
any officer who attempted to arrest him. 
This is not the first time Slanker has 
landed a dangerous criminal or shown 
great bravery. He has an enviable re- 
cord as a couragous, nervy officer, and 
has captured several criminals of note. 


A BOOM IN MINING. 


Promise of the Greatest Activity the 

é State Has Ever Known. 

' “The year 1897 promises to show 
greater activity in the mining counties 
of this State than has ever been re- 
corded in the history of California.” 
This is the way W. H. Norway of 
this city summed up yesterday the re- 
sult of his inspection of many of the 
richest mines of Northern California, 
and his observation of the develop- 
ment work which is now under way. 
Mr. Norway returned yesterday from 
a trip covering several weeks through 
Butte, Amador, Tuolumne and Nevada 
counties. 

“There is the beginning of the big- 
gest mining boom we have ever seen. 
It is easier now to sell a well-developed 
mine than to find an owner who wishes 
to sell a dividend paying property. 
San Francisco is full of men who are 
looking for good investments in the 
way of gold mines, but no mine-owner 
will give an option or bond to any 
one ‘who cannot produce such creden- 
tials as give assurance of his ability 
to place the property. — 

“The chief operations are in quartz 
gold mines. Old mines which have 
been abandoned for years are being 
reopened and in some cases tailings 
are being worked over by cheap mod- 
ern processes at a greater profit than 
the original ledges. I know of one case 
in Butte county where $3 ore is being 
handled and treated by chlorination at 
a large profit. The Forty-nine mine 
in Butte county has just finished work 
on a 400-foot level, and is now a good 
body of free-milling quartz, which runs 
$8 to the ton clear across the breast 
of a thirty-one-foot vein. In Amador 
county I examined the Amador Queen, 
No. 1, which adjoins the Vaughn & 
Kruger on the mother lode. They are 
sinking a 1000-foot shaft, and are now 
down 500 feet. They are putting in 
a new hoist and will then cut down 
through to the ledge. The character 
of the ore is free-milling, with about 
2% per cent. sulphurets, which are 
treated by the cyanide process. I s6e- 
cured options on three gold properties, 
two of which are dividend payers, and 
tke third is completely developed, and 
I expect in a few days to close a deal 
with Chicago parties for one mine in 
Butte county for $1,000,000. 

“In Plumas county many of the old 
placers are being worked extensively, 
after being abandoned ever since the 
anti-debris law was passed. I know 
of one instance of a mine which has 
been shut down for thirty years, being 
reopened recently at a profit. They 
have kept on going deeper because they 
were satisfied of the permanent char- 
acter of the deposits. Tuolumne county, 
which showed an increased production 
of over $400,000 in gold in 1896, will ex- 
ceed all its past records this year, and 
Butte promises equally well. A num- 
ber of capitalists have lately made in- 
vestments in both counties and have 
undertaken an enormous amount of 
development. 

‘‘Where a county has proven the last- 
ing character of its leads by years of 
production, people are not afraid of 
deep mining, and they know that gold- 
mining is just as good a business as 
growing wheat. No industry could be 
safer if it is undertaken under careful 
methods, but one must have money 
enough to carry the work through 
when it is once begun.”
